Echo the Week: Two 2-5 
The Afterthoughts of Jockeys; the Tarnish on Gift Silver 


LouISVILLE 


I can’t remember that I’ve ever seen 
a horse run a mile in 1:3525 twice in the 
same week, but that of course is what 
Hill Gail did. The second time he had an 
extra quarter-mile to go, but that wasn’t 
any problem either. After the Derby some- 
body asked Eddie Arcaro if the horse 
had anything left, and he answered, “You 
don’t have anything left in a Kentucky 
Derby.” 

This was a good quote, but I doubt if 
its quite accurate. 1 have seen Master 
Edward when he and a horse got into a 
difference of opinion about the velocity 
with which they passed the eighth-pole. 
The horse may not win, but he'll wish he 
had. There was nothing of this sort with 
Hill Gail. Arcaro rapped him a couple 
of times. just to keep matters straight. 
but it was a long way from a driving 
finish. 

On this subject. or at least only slight- 
ly off it. Eddie rode a horse at Jamaica 
some three or four years ago, and the 
horse is probably puzzled to this day. Ed- 
die had ridden four winners. and this was 
in the last race—the seventh at that time, 
as | remember it. He wanted that fifth 
winner. because this is quite a feat. 

The horse turned inte the stretch two 
on top and going steadily. Nothing was 
moving from behind. It looked like a 
breeze. But Eddie could see that fifth 
Winner beckoning to him from the finish 
line and he went to work. Next thing you 
know. the horse was leading by five 
lengths. but Eddie hadn't stopped work- 
ing. If the horse’s thoughts could have 
heen put into words they would have run 
something like this: 

“What the hell gives here? I'm five on 
top now and nothing coming and I’m still 
getting my hind end beat off. How... . 
Victorious do you have to be?” 


WHO SAID? I think I've mentioned 
that once at Pimlico. Dave Woods asked 
Arcaro for a quote after a race, and 
Eddie said. “What's the matter? Can't 
you think up anything?” This gives you

an idea about how reliable quotations 
from jockeys are. immediately after a 
race. For instance. J. R. Layton was 
quoted after the Derby as saying “I just 
couldn't beat those first two horses.” Now 
at the finish of the Derby there were two 
horses behind Layton, who rode Eternal 
Moon, and thirteen in front of him. You 
suppose he was going the wrong way? 

Steve Brooks said. “It looked like I 
might catch Hill Gail at the eighth-pole,” 
or at least that’s what somebody said he 
said. Steve is comparatively young. but 
from the evidence here, he needs glasses. 
Sub Fleet ran an excellent race for him, 
particularly as compared to his effort in 
the Derby Trial earlier in the week, but 
he didn’t look like catching Hill Gail. 

After the race a visitor from the ex- 
treme West looked at me in some triumph. 
“Now what do you have to say about 
California horses?” he asked. Well. he’d 
asked for it. so I told him. “But this 
horse won the Santa Anita Derby.” he 
insisted. 
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That. as I got it, made Hill Gail a 
California horse, putting him in with Sea- 
biscuit and *Noor and other horses which 
were California horses. except that they 
happened to have been foaled and to 
have grown up somewhere else. Well, con- 
gratulations to California. Hill Gail is a 
fine horse. Best to come out of California 
since Morvich. Ben Jones is a California 
trainer and Eddie Arcaro is a California 
rider; both of them have been there. It was 
a three-way victory for our neighbor on 
the West Coast. I’ve always known that 
sometime I’d have to eat what I’ve said 
about California. 


SWEEP. About the only Derby records 
left outside the possession of Ben Jones 
or Calumet or Eddie Arcaro are held by 
Donerail, which was the longest-priced, 
and by Derby Dick Thompson, who is 
behind Jones on the number of his win- 
ners, but is ahead of him in finishing 
one-two. Thompson managed it twice, with 
Bubbling Over and Bagenbaggage, and 
with Behave Yourself and Black Servant. 
The Wizard of Parnell has done this only 
once, with Citation and Coaltown. 


“Has anybody else,” somebody asked 
after the Derby. “ever won the Derby 
Trial. the Kentucky Oaks. the Debutante 
Stakes. and the Kentucky Derby the same 
year?” 


This was an easy question. Nobody but 
Uncle Ben has ever won the Derby Trial 
and the Derby the same year, without 
going into the rest of it. Nobody but 
Uncle Ben has ever won the Futurity and 
the Derby with the same horse. Nobody 
but Unele Ben has ever won the Santa 
Anita Derby and the Kentucky Derby 
with the same horse. 

There was only one slip. There was 
$1.565.901 bet on the Derby, also a record. 
I do not know Calumet’s salary arrange- 
ments. but figuring 10 per cent to the 
trainer and a $3,000 trainer’s award, plus 
a small carrying charge. Uncle Ben could 
not have got more than $13.000 or $14,006

Another Harvest from the Calumet Tree 


Warren Wright Used Plain-and-Simple Standards in Choosing 
Broodmares: Good Runners, or the Dams of Good Runners, 


or Daughters of Good Runners 


In the summer of 1945 Calumet Farm 
named a yearling filly Jane Gail in honor 
of Mrs. Jane Gail Hill, wife of radio com- 
mentator Edwin C. Hill. The filly was by 
Bull Lea out of Early Autumn, by James- 
town, and was counted by the farm and 
training staff among the ones most likely 
to become stakes winners. The name In 
the Pink was given to a filly by *Blenheim 
If out of the stakes winner Lady Higloss, 
by Ladkin. 

The yearlings were given their prelimi- 
nary training and taken to Florida. By 
that time the daughter of Lady Higloss 
had shown herself to be one of the best 
prospects in the stable. Calumet’s owner, 
Warren Wright, wanted to make sure, as 
nearly as possible, that he had chosen a 
worthy namesake for Mrs. Hill, so one 
day in January, 1946, he telephoned from 
Florida to the farm office at Lexington 
and ordered the two names changed. In 
the Pink became Jane Gail. and Jane 
Gail became In the Pink, at the usual 
rates for changing names. and with a 


of racing when In the Pink (out of 
Early Autumn) became a stakes winner 
and Jane Gail came home in October of 
her 3-year-old season with four wins to 
her credit. but not a smidgin of a stakes 
purse. 

Things turned out well enough, how- 
ever. Jane Gail’s first foal was a Bull 
Lea colt named Hill Gail. which last 
week ran off and left the Kentucky Derby 
field in one terrific quarter-mile and 
coasted home to go through an old Calu- 
met routine of posing with the roses. 

There was before the Derby, and still 
is. in the minds of some breeders, an 
inclination to doubt the ability of Hill 
Gail tq beat his best rivals over the 
longer distances. The doubt is based upon 
the lower quarter of his pedigree. His 
second dam, Lady Higloss. was a good, 
tough race mare which usually was kept 
to races of less than a mile. She was by 
Ladkin, which preferred his races at nine 
furlongs or less. out of a daughter of 
the speed sire High Time. the next dam 


longer distances. She ran her next-to-last 
race in April of her 3-year-old season at 
Churchill Downs, and made her last start 
in July of the same year. Whether she 
lacked the capacity to go a distance is a 
question the records fail to answer. 


However. it seems unlikely that evi- 
dence of this sort would furnish a de- 
pendable basis for predicting Hill Gail’s 
distance capacity. The heredity of the race 
horse does not fall into patterns so fixed 
that a tendency toward sprinting in one 
quarter of the pedigree could be accepted 
as the dominating influence. The question 
of how far Hill Gail will stay against 
high-class company must be left for the 
horse to answer.

century. 

Hill Gail’s dam-line illustrates the plain- 
and-simple standards which Mr. Wright 
used in assembling Calumet Farm’s foun- 
dation stock. In the fall of 1938 he bought 
Lady Higloss from Miss A. Dorris for 
$4.000. Just why he bought her I do not 
know. of course. But. judging from the 
general pattern of his purchases in the 
1930's. | would guess that he bought her 
simply because she was a good race mare. 
Her pedigree was good, but, taken simply 
as a piedigree. not good enough for 
Calumet. 

Many breeders would have turned her 
down because she had been “raced too 
much.” In six seasons she had made 121 
starts. won 32 races. earned $34.015. She 
would be eight years old when bred foi 
the first time. and probably would be 
hard to get in foal. As a matter of fact. 
she was barren her first two years in the 
stud and did not produce a foal until 
1942. when she was 11 years old. By 
that time Mr. Wright’s friends were prob- 
ably pointing out to him the folly of 
buying a mare that had been “raced too 
much.” 

The best years of her potential life 
as a producer were already behind her 
when Lady Higloss had her first foal in 
1942. a Bostonian gelding named High 
Boss. But High Boss picked up a total 
of $27.740 in seven seasons of racing. in- 
cluding an unprofitable one start in 1951. 

Jane Gail was the second foal. She ran 
eight times in two seasons. won half her 
races. sometimes beating fillies of stakes 
class. and earned $7.475. Her average-earn- 
ings index was 1.50. or 11% times the av- 
erage expectancy for all horses raced in

The principal point here is that Warren 
Wrights plain-and-simple standard for 
the selection of broodmares has borne 
fruit again. The mares he bought can 
nearly all be fitted into one of che fol- 
lowing categories: 1) they were them- 
selves good runners: 2) they had already 
produced good runners: 3) they were 
daughters of good runners. That is. there 
was a requirement for class in the mare 
herself. and if demonstrated class 
lacking (or doubtful) there. then 
class must be in the next generation.

With the ancestors from the third gen- 
eration back. Mr. Wright was not very 
much concerned. Nor. insofar as I know. 
did he ever trouble himself with breed- 
ing systems or pedigree patterns or in- 
breeding or outcrossing or any of the 
other irrelevant hocus-pocus by which 
some breeders hope to overleap the stand- 
ard of class in the first and second gen- 
erations. 

Hill Gail alone does not prove the point. 
of course. But the long succession of Calu- 
met Farm successes does prove the wis- 
dom of Mr. Wright’s simple formula that 
class is most likely to be bred from class. 
Like any other breeder. Calumet has had 
some good horses which did not fit the 
formula. But without the formula—which 
is little more than an acceptance of the 
obvious—the good horses would almost 
certainly have been spaced much further 
apart. 

If other breeders were half as willing 
io accept the obvious as Calumet Farm 
has been. the problem of overproduction 
would solve itself.

Calumet Takes Up Its Option 


To coin a paraphrase. if Ben Jones 
hadn't appeared on the American racing 
scene it would have been a good idea for 
Churchill Downs to invent him. 


The folklore of sports is filled with ex- 
ploits of underdogs who sandbagged a 
champion, but the world loves a consistent 
winner, for all that. and the Man in the 
White Hat always gives the citizenry some- 
thing to anchor to. 


The victory of Hill Gail at Churchill 
Downs on May 3 in the 78th Kentucky 
Derby was not a particularly complicated 
piece of business, but the Calumet runner 
had been beaten often enough, coming up 
to the race. to convince some people that 
he has his weaknesses. If he has, they 


didn’t show during the 2:01%5 it took him 


to win Calumet’s fifth Derby, Eddie Ar- 


caro’s fifth, and Ben Jones’s sixth. 


The key to the uncertainty, as it is 
whenever a_ particularly fast 3-year-old 
comes out for the Derby. was whether 
Hill Gail could carry his speed for the 
required ten furlongs. A speed horse is 
always a preferred target. The theory is 
that constant hammering will make him 
come apart. Often enough, it happens. 

But it was not the intention of the

Messrs. Jones and Arcaro to let it happen 
to Hill Gail. Tf 23 seconds was going to 
be shaded in the first quarter-mile, some- 
body else would be carrying the parasol. 
However. the plotters were not going to 
be tardy at the start. The trainer and the 
jockey had won their first Derby with 
Lawrin. in 1938. from the No. 1 post posi- 
tion. and they knew how difficult it was 
to find racing room after he had been 
shuffled back at the start. Hill Gail was 
in the No. 1 too, and the Jones- 
Arcaro strategy called for him to get out 
of the gate in a hurry and avoid the crowd. 
Then. Ben Jones instructed the rider, if 
some horses want to cut throats during the 
early furlongs, let them cut on each other.

Hill Gail and Brown Rambler (No. 3 
stall) were the first to show out of the 
gate. After he had cleared the gate by 
three or four jumps. Hill Gail veered to 
the right. From where I stood more than 
a quarter-mile from the start, it seemed 
that he cleared Brown Rambler and Swoop

(No. 2 stall) before he bore out, but the 
chartmakers reported that he crowded 
those horses. In any case, Arearo had the 
favorite in the clear and away from the 
rail. where he wanted to be. 


Pintor. Gushing Oil. and Hannibal were 
among tne fast horses which were expected 
to give Hill Gail his come-uppance in the 
early running. but only Hannibal answered 
roll call. Breaking from the No. 15 stall, 
Bayard Sharp’s colt angled for the rail, 
got the lead with a quarter in :23%5. kept 
it with a subsequent eighth in :1115, the 
half in :4645. Jockey W. J. Passmore 
steadied Hannibal around the first tum 
with Hill Gail on the outside, fighting for 
his head (see photo). H. G. Bockman’s 
Happy Go Lucky. running like anything 
but a sore-footed horse (a blacksmith had 
pricked him with several nails on the 
morning of the Blue Grass Stakes). was 
lapped on Hill Gail. Dixiana’s Sub Fleet, 
which was saving something for when it 
counted the most. was farther back. well 
out from the rail. 


Nearing the half-mile pole Hill Gail 
advanced on Hannibal. with Happy Go 
Lucky still third and Sub Fleet fifth. At 
this point. as he told Ben Jones afterward, 
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Arearo decided that it would be unwise 
to try to restrain Hill Gail any longer. 
and he let the colt run. He shot past 
Hannibal with an amazing rush and went 
around the turn by himself. At the quar- 
ter-pole he led by five or six lengths as 
Arearo merely waved his whip (see 
photo). At this point Sub Fleet had moved 
to second place and was the only serious 
contender. Blue Man and Master Fiddle, 
which had been expected to run their best 
in the stretch, were in good position, but 
their reserves were gone. 

The race. what was left of it, lay be- 
tween Sub Fleet and Hill Gail. Steve 
Brooks, the erstwhile Calumet rider, got 
to work on Sub Fleet. The margin be- 
tween him and Hill Gail diminished, but 
at the eighth-pole Arcaro laid the whip 
on Hill Gail (I counted two licks), and 
that was that. After Hill Gail, the others 
came under the wire in this order: Sub 
Fleet. Blue Man. Master Fiddle, Count 
Flame. Arroz, Happy Go Lucky, Hannibal, 
Cold Command, Smoke Screen, Gushing 
Oil, Pintor, Shag Tails, Eternal Moon, 
Brown Rambler, and Swoop. 

The time for the mile. at which point 
Hill Gail had passed Hannibal, was 
1:3525. equaling the track record Mrs. 
Warren Wright’s colt had set in the Der- 
by Trial. The Derby time was 2:01%5. 
equaling Middleground’s time. Calumet’s 
Whirlaway still holds the Derby record 
of 2:0125. set on May 3, 1941. 


NOTES. After the Derby a woman re- 
marked: “It’s like having a baby—hours 
of preparation, and it’s all over in a 
couple of minutes.” 

Hill Gail’s $96.300 in the Derby brought 
his total earnings to $306.515, enrolled 
him on the list of the 50 leading American 
money winners. He is in 40th place. Calu- 
met Farm has eight other horses on the 
list: Citation, Armed, Whirlaway, Ponder, 
Bewitch. Coaltown, Fervent, and Faultless, 
with a top of $1.085.760 (Citation) and 
a bottom of $304,945 (Faultless). Total 
earnings of these nine horses are $4.842,- 
346. All are home-breds, all were trained 
by Ben and Jimmy Jones, 


FIRST TIME PAST THE GRANDSTAN 


AN INSTANT LATER Hill Gail and Jockey Arcaro were clear of the gate. 


For the record, and not as a matter of 
startling news. Hill Gail gave Mrs. War- 
ren Wright’s Calumet Farm its fifth Ken- 
tucky Derby victory. The roster: Whirl- 
away 1941, Pensive 1944, Citation 1948, 
Ponder 1949, Hill Gail 1952. Pensive was 
imported in utero from England, but un- 
der Jockey Club rules he is credited to 
Calumet Farm. which owned his dam at 
the time of foaling. Ben Jones saddled all 
the Calumet winners plus one other—the 
Woolford Farm’s Lawrin, winner in 1938. 
Eddie Arcaro has ridden five Derby win- 
ners: Lawrin, Whirlaway, Hoop, Jr.. Ci- 
tation. Hill Gail.

Calumet’s total first money at 
Churchill Downs for the week was 
$140,600. 


Betting on Derby Day reached a new 
high—$4.064.420 on nine races. and $1.- 
565.901 on the Derby. Derby betting in- 
creased by $271,427 over last year’s record 
total. Preliminary betting on the Derby, 
which began at 9 a. m., amounted to 
$477.503. Attendance was estimated at 
110.000. For reasons known best to the 
Churchill Downs management, no net paid 
Derby attendance figures are made public. 
They stuck to the 100.000-mark for a 
while and now have moved up 10 per cent, 
keeping pace with the general inflation. 


Calumet now stands tied with A. J.

“I should have persuaded 
Three Rings to come along,” Mr. Burke 
remarked. 


Eddie Arcaro’s famous nose was_ the 
first across the finish line. but Dave Gor- 
man had the honor ef furnishing the 
winning pants. Arcaro decided that his 
regular pants fitted too tight for a well- 
dressed Derby pilot, so he borrowed a 
pair from Gorman, whose other pair fin- 
ished fourth, astride Master Fiddle. 


Total money bet on Hill Gail was 
$338.887 in the straight pool, $101,831 to 
place. and $71.387 to show, total $512,105. 
Blue Man was the second choice: $135.646 
straight. $80.439 place. and $52.236 show. 
total $268.321. The mutuel payoff: Hill

One of the Blood-Horse staff members. 
Miss Gloria Johnston, had a close rooting 
interest in Hill Gail: Her brother Ned has 
taken care of the Calumet colt since he 
was a yearling. Hill Gail's supper after 
the Derby: four quarts of oats, two quarts 
of bran. salt. carrots. sugar. Remarked 
George Ryall, of the New Yorker, after 
he had read the menu: “If a horse can 
eat that much after winning a Derby. 
there’s hope for him.” 


A man bet $2.000 on Hill Gail to win. 
Complained his wife to some people in an 
adjoining box: “And he gave me $50 to 
last all day and told me to be careful.” 


For the day the Derby Trial was run. 
one of the visiting experts. Vincent X. 
Flaherty. wrote a column in which he 
climbed out on an inviting limb. “In 14 
years, only once has a Derby Trial winner 
gone on to claim the Derby ... . This 
is so because most of the trainers look 
upon the Derby Trial as a prep race, and 
nothing more ... . and they refuse to 
take any chances or extend their thor- 
oughbreds in the Trial. So it is a good 
bet that Hill Gail won’t win the Derby 
Trial this afternoon . . Almost all 
of the Kentucky Derby winners have run 
out of the money in the Derby Trial... .” 

Edward Lasker. a California reader who 
knew better. reported to THE Broop- 
Horse: “The Trial has been run 14 times. 
not including this year. Only seven Derby 
winners started. One. Citation. won; five. 
Lawrin. Gallahadion, Whirlaway. Ponder. 
and Middleground. were second; one. As- 
sault. was fourth.

OBITUARY 


Garrett Watts, 
Oldest Breeder 


Garrett Watts. America’s oldest breeder 
of Thoroughbreds. died at the Good Sa- 
maritan Hospital in Lexington the 
morning of May 1. just five days short of 
being 99 years of age. He had remained 
active and cheerful as ever until well into 
his 99th year, and was not hospitalized 
until a few weeks ago after a stroke had 
incapacitated him. 

Mr. Watts was born May 6, 1853. near 
Chilesburg in Fayette County. Kentucky. 
and was married on January 13, 1886. 
after qualifying his proposal with the 
warning. “I live in a log house on a dirt 
road, and I’m in debt.” He lived to see 
his land holdings grow to 2.200 acres, in- 
cluding a 506-acre farm formerly owned 
by Ed Corrigan. 

The first Thoroughbred owned by Mr. 
Watts was the mare Luff, purchased in 
1903 from the sale of Mrs. John M. Clay’s 
stock. The following year. for $80, he 
bought Luff’s sister, L’Orient, from the 
estate of Hardy Durham. L’Orient was 
the granddam of the good race mare Sil- 
verette, probably the best runner Mr. 
Watts ever owned. In the spring of 1932, 
when he was temporarily in straitened fi- 
nancial condition, Mr. Watts dispersed his 
stud in a remarkable auction in which 36 
head in very poor condition sold for an 
average of $14.25, the prices ranging from 
$5 to $25. 

Ordinarily Mr. Watts kept only a few 
Thoroughbred mares at his home farm on 
the Harrodsburg Pike near Lexington.

Horses were strictly a sideline, supported 
mainly by extensive tobacco growing. 


Always cheerful and sparkling with 
rustic wit, Mr. Watts was convinced that 
his long life was largely owning to his 
philosophy that it was best to provoke 
“a little laugh instead of a frown.” 

He is survived by Mrs. Watts: two 
daughters. Miss Edith Watts and Mrs. 
John W. Davis: two sons. David T. Watts. 
the trainer. and William J. Watts: and 
erandchildren and great-grandchildren,

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Grass Silage in Surface Stack Silos 


by Wayne Dinsmore 


Breeders of race horses have more pas- 
ture than their cattle and horses can use 
in April. May. and June. Blue grass. unless 
razed down or cut. smothers the wild 
white clover which is needed in pastures 
for horses. The clover is higher in nu- 
trients and mineral constituents than grass, 
and also enriches the soil with nitrogen, 
thereby stimulating grass growth. 

Making hay of blue grass in April, May, 
or June is well nigh impossible in most 
race horse producing areas because of 
frequent rains, and blue grass does not 
make very palatable hay at best. 

Ensiling is the practical way out. but 
the expense of building silos and buying 
expensive machinery to cut and blow the 
grass into silos has deterred most horse 
breeders from undertaking the project. 


Two things have happened to make 
silage use more feasible. It has been found 
possible to take good grade beef calves 
weighing from 425 to 480 pounds in No- 
vember or December and make gains of 
from 1.75 to 2 pounds per day for 150 days 
on grass silage and a light feed of what is 
known as Purdue Supplement A_ without 
any other feed at all. No hay or anything 
else is needed—just all the grass silage 
they will eat—an average of about 37 to 
40 pounds per day—and 31. pounds of 
the protein mineral Supplement A. 

The Purdue Experiment Station has, in 
the past 10 years, established that com- 
mon farm roughages. if balanced with a 
supplement that contains adequate nu- 
trients to nourish the billions of bacteria 
in the rumen or paunch of cattle, will pro- 
duce excellent growth and fattening of 
cattle. When 349 pounds of Supplement A 
and a free choice of minerals were allow- 
ed, steers weighing 482 pounds on De- 
cember 8, 1950. gained 295 pounds (2.01 
pounds per day) for 147 days ending May 
4.1951. Those on corn silage made a little 
more—-325 pounds or 2.21 pounds per day. 
Those on corn cobs. ground, made 220 
pounds. or 1.5 pounds per day, and all 
these cattle got no other feed. Further- 
more the grass-silage and corn-silage steers 
were too fat to turn on pasture without 
feed. They needed to be finished with some 
grain on grass and sold before the grass- 
fat cattle began to run in August. 


Also—and most important—the grass 
silage fed cattle made their gains at a 
cost of only 18.3 cents per pound. The 
corn silage steers cost 15.3. cents per 


pound of gain and the ground corn cob 
bunch 15.9 cents per pound. 

The average cost of the steers. laid down 
at the Indiana Experiment Station feed 
vards—Lynnwood Farm—was $39.65 per 
hundredweight. Twenty steers were used 
in each lot. The cost of such excellent 
gains was therefore less than half the 
cost of the cattle per pound. 

Similar rapid gains at low cost on 
cattle fed on grass silage have been 
achieved elsewhere by practical farmers. 
One lowa feeder who operates on a large’ 
scale made average gains of 1.77 pounds 
per day on heifers of about the same age 
as the steers mentioned above. and they 
were fat enough to go to market as finished 
fat heifers in June. The supplement used 
was a modified Supplement A. 

Other cases could be cited. but it is so 
fully established that rapid gains at low 
cost can be made on grass silage alone, if 
32 pounds of a proper protein supplement 
is fed daily with it. that further evidence 
is not necessary here. 


WHY STACK SILOS? “Silage. stacked 
in piles above ground. reduces labor costs 
and saves time and expense” said Mr. H.., 
an Iowa farmer-cattle feeder who has had 
more than 20 years experience with up- 
right silos. trench silos. and stack silos. 
He has abandoned trench silos and an 
excellent upright silo for surface stacks. 
which he has used extensively for the past 
11 years. 

I have known Mr. H. well for more than 
30 years and know that he is reliable. 
He is a practical stockman. a successful 
farmer and cattle feeder. who never has 
been afraid to try new methods. He has 
requested that his name be not used in 
this article. as he says he has no time 
to answer letters from skeptics. or show 
doubters his methods. He adds. “I have 
nothing to sell. The agricultural colleges 
said my methods would not work. but they 
have succeeded for me. I have put up 100 
tons of silage per day with only four men 

-one on the field cutter, two hauling with 
dump trucks. and one on the stack. pack- 
ing it down.” 

From experience and some costly mis- 
takes. Mr. H. added: “The surface silo 
should be built on high, well drained 
ground near a solid farm road, and if 
possible within 100 feet of electric power 
and near a line or tank of water. It is also 
desirable to have it near the feed yard.” 

He builds the base not less than 14 
feet wide. and grades the ground up with 


a bulldozer. so that the center of base 
is like a dirt road—high in the center, 
sloping down on each side, with side banks 
graded up at least three feet high. One 
of his associates says it is even better to 
cut through a small knoll. so that side 
banks will be four feet high, but with 
good drainage to each side and at ends. 
The center crown should extend clear out 
to the ends so that drainage will be all 
right. 

The length of the base can be as desired 
-a base 16 feet wide and 150 feet long, 
if built up to a settled height of 12 or 15 
feet. will hold as much as three upright 
silos and can be built at a fraction of the 
cost. In fact. G. W. P., another Iowa 
farmer. reports he built three surface silos 
in 1949 that held from 4.000 to 5,000 tons, 
at a cost of only $700 for bulldozer work 
on all three. 

In filling. both men use dump trucks, 
driven right over the pile and dumped as 
they go. Keep the entrance end high, and 
pack down constantly with a tractor. Mr. 
H. uses a lowdown wheel type tractor— 
Mr. P. and a number of others prefer a 
caterpillar. a heavy one, to keep the silage 
thoroughly packed. There is general agree- 
ment among all who make grass silage in 
stacks that the -one mistake most farmers 
make is in not packing the silage suf- 
ficiently. 

A. J. Rehling. County Advisor in Cen- 
tral Illinois. reports there are a number 
of farmers in his county who have been 
and are using surface silos for grass 
silage. He says their experience shows it 
is wise to cut the grass legume mixtures 
before they are mature, let them wilt a 
short time before the forage is run through 
the field cutter. and pack well. He empha- 
sizes that the pile should not be too wide 
or too long. as a big shallow pile has too 
much surface spoilage. 

W. E. Morris. extension animal husband- 
man. Minnesota Agricultural College, re- 
ports they have a good many farmers who 
have put grass silage in stacks, using field 
cutters. blowing the cut grass into dump 
trucks. which drive right over the stack as 
they dump. He stresses the need for thor- 
ough packing with a tractor and says if 
moisture content is around 65 to 70 per 
cent. the silage can be put up without any 
preservative. 

Roscoe R. Snapp, of Illinois Agricultural 
College. says small piles have too much 
spoilage. In this he agrees with Rex Beres- 
ford. lowa Extension Animal Husbandman,

who thinks it is impractical to put up less 
than 200 tons in surface stacks because 
of the difficulty of getting the piles packed 
thoroughly enough to make satisfactory 
it must be packed constantly, all 
over. even near the edges, though care 
must be exercised not to tip the tractor 
off the sides of the stack. 

Mr. H.. whose experience over 11 years 
entitles him to speak with authority, says 
the surface stack silo is cheapest to build, 
to fill. and to take out. He uses a tractor 
manure loader to transfer the silage from 
the pile to a truck to haul the grass silage 
to the feed yard bunks. He builds his 
piles as high as he can get the dump trucks 
to climb. but warns to keep them going 
straight down the center as they dump to 
avoid tipping off the sides. He hires dump 


silage. 


trucks from nearby town contractors— 
has no trouble getting them—but owns his 
own field chopper. so he can be sure of 
using it when he desires. He puts no pre- 
servative with his grass silage. but cuts it 
later than suit Kentucky horse 
breeders. They want to cut the rank blue 
May or early June. before it 
smothers the pasture clovers. Wilting the 
blue grass for an hour or two will reduce 
the moisture content enough to make en- 
siling without preservative practical. 
even in Kentucky. 

Silage is not safe for horses—this can- 
not be emphasized—but it 
will feed cattle whose manure and _ profits 
are needed to round out a successful race 
horse breeding farm.

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ANNUAL REPORTS 


The 
tucky 
increases in attendance and betting for 
both 1950 and 1951. Pari-mutel turnover 
for all Kentucky tracks was $27,309,447 in 
1950 and $29,773,874 in 1951. The State 
of Kentucky was paid $649,240 for the 3 
per cent mutuel tax in 1950, $116,000 for 
track license, and $83.496 tax on admis- 
sions. In 1951, the State received $710,476 
in mutuel tax money. $118.500 for track 
licenses, and $81,553 from the admission 
tax. The total purse and stakes distribu- 
tion to horsemen during 1951 was $1,545.- 
080 for a record high; $1,460,155 was dis- 
tributed in 1950. 


23rd biennial report of the Ken- 
State Racing Commission shows 


The Maryland State Racing Commission 
reports that $115,029.807 was wagered dur- 
ing the 230 racing days of Maryland’s 1951 
season. This is an increase of 14.86 per 
cent over 1950. The State received revenue 
of $5,418,526 from racing in 1951. a 21.76 
per cent increase over the previous year. 


With fewer days of racing in 1951 than 
the previous year. New Mexico had a 19 
per cent increase in both wagering and 
revenue to the State. A mutel tax of 
$25.449 was paid on $5,089,815 bet during 
the 50 days of racing. 


VICTORY FOR MISS PAGET 


The Cheltenham Gold Cup, England’s 
second most important steeplechase, but 
no clue to the more arduous Grand Na- 
tional. was won March 6 by Miss Dorothy 
Paget's Mont Tremblant. which finished 
ten lengths ahead of Shaef. with the 66-1 
Galloway Braes third. It was Miss Paget’s 
seventh victory in the race. First money 
was £3.850. 

Three Grand National candidates finish- 
ed unplaced. Nagara was fourth, Cushen- 
den far back. and Freebooter fell. Free- 
booter, winner of the Grand National in 
1950 and topweight this year, was made 
favorite in the 314-mile Gold Cup despite 
the fact that he has never won at Chel- 
tenham.
